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The first meeting of the campaign 
was held in the Lyric Saturday night | 
lést when the Theatre was filled with | 
a large and enthusiastic audience in } 
the interests of E. Michener the Inde- 
endent Conservative candidate anx- 
ious: to hear the political issues dis- 
cussed. ‘ 

W.E. Payne opened the meeting at 
9 o’clock, and addresses were delivered 
by J. A. Carswell, Editor of the News 
and E. Michener. On -vising Mr. 
Carswell said that he was there to ex- 
plain his position. It:was said he and 
others were dissatisfied and were not 
in harmony with Mr. Michenefr, © This 
was not the case. He thought there 
were Conservatives enough in this 
district to bring out a straight party 
mun, a man who had fought the 
battles dnd was entitled to the con- 
sideration of fellow Conservatives. 
This view was-not held by other 
leaders of the party who thought we 
should bring out an independent. He 
was willing to abide by the decision of 
the convention, The Convention had 
decided by a vote of 29 to 89 in favor 
of Mr. Michener, the country going 
almost entirely for him and the town 
for Mr.. Michener. He then moved’ 
that the vote be made unanimous 
which was done. He was rither in 
‘doubt himself as to which course to 
pursue buthad voted for Mr. Michener. 
He was now doing all'in his power to 
elect Mr. Michener (applause) He 
had not worked to secure the nomi- 
nation, if he had, he would have 
secured it in spite of the strong efforts 
made against him by a few of the 
leading conservatives of the town. 
He hoped that all would’ now unite to 
‘lelect My. Michener as he was an Inde- 
pendent Conservative all could vote 
for him. - Mr. Carswell touched on the 
question of restoration of. our lands. 
.{He showed the inconsistency _ of 

Liberals in making excuses for handing 
our resources over to the Dominion. 
We were not able to administer them. 

The Do- 
minion must have them for immi- 
gration purposes und other excuses 
were made. The fact of the matter 
was we were entitled to our lands and 
minerals, If we had them we would 
have the_ wealthiest province in 
Canada, -He cited expert authority 
in the Toronto Globe where it was 
claimed the coalfields south of Calgary 
contained 40,000,000,000 tons of coal 
tnd he contended we had over one 
hundred billion tons of coal alone in 
Alberta. ‘The Premier of Alberta 
acknowledged our right to all our 
lands when he asked the Dominion 
Government to restore the revenue 
derived from the sale of school lands 
by the Dominion. If we are entitled 
‘| to a part we are erititled to the whole, 
He spoke of the grants tothe province 
Jin lieu of our lands namely $375,000. 
He showed the Dominion received 
from royalty on coal mined alone ‘in 
the province at 10 cents aton, $200,000 
lust year and this was paid by the 
citizens of Alberta for their own coal, 
He showed where the Dominion Gov- 
ernment received $335,000 for coal 
lands sold, and $31,000 for timber 
leases. He showed where the Do- 
minion Government received twice as 
much from the province as wereceived 
and yet our resources were hardly 
tapped and we were yet in our in- 
fancy. He stood for a square deal for 
the province. He contended John T. 
Moore had assured him he would 
never again be a candidate in Red 
Deer and asked the electors to vote 
against him on the 22nd day of Maich 
and return Edward Michener. at the 
head of the poll. 

The chairman read a letter: from 
John T. Moore intimating that he 
would not accept an invitation to 
meet Mr. Michener on the platform or 
any other time. 


Mr. MICHENER’s ADDRESS. 


Mr. Michener, the Independent can- 
didate, prefaced his remarks by say- 
ing that it was his privilege tocriticise 
the present member, Mr. Moore, in all 
relations to pablte life, but he did not 
intend to criticise his political oppon- 
ent in matters of private life. 

Mr. Moore has been our represen- 
tative in the Legislative Halls of this 
Province for the past term. He is a 
candidate again tor reelection on the 
22nd instant. He is to be weighed in 
the balance, not on promises, but on 
his past record, and I believe the 
people of this constituency will say 
that he has been found wanting. As 
soon as the house prorogued, Mr. 
Moore came to Red Deer and asked 
the Mayor to call a citizens’ meeting, 
but our worthy Mayor was not to be 
entrapped with the snare. He adver- 
tised what he called a non partisan 
meeting totell us how much he thought 
of us all, irrespective of party, and 
how much he had sacrificed on our be- 
half.

Jacobites Would Dethrone 
The King. 


Stuartties wit P Brose Son of 
Maria Theresa King of England 
as the Blood Successor a ames 
Il, Who was Ousted by William 
of Orange in 1689—Edward VII 
an Imposter, 


Paris, March 2.—With the 
death of the Princess Maria 
Theresa, of Bavaria, who expired 
at Cannes, the Jacobites of 
England and the continent are 
preparing to make one of their 
epasmodic demonstrations, pro- 
claiming her son, Prince Rupert, 
of Bavaria, the legitimate King 
of England. It is not believed 
that this exhibition will be of any 
particular significance consisting 
probably of a proclamation by the 
leaders asserting that the de- 


§|ceased princess was the blood 


successor of James II. and that 
therefore Edward VII. is an im- 
poster and should be forced from 
his throne in favor of Rupert. 
Similar demonstrations by the 
Stuartites of Jacobites have hap- 


pened at frequent intervals 
throughout the past three hun- 
dred years. The claim’ they 


make to the throne is based upon | 
the historical ousting of James} 
Stuart by a packed English par-’ 
liament in 1689 and the appoint-| 
ing of William of Orange as his 
successor. 

Asserting that this dethrone- 
ment and crowning was illegal, 
the Jacobites declare that all 
kings and queens since have been 
imposters, and that the ousted 
Stuart progeny are still the only 
legitimate sovereignty. Tne last 
furore created by the Jacobites 
was in 1902, when they placarded 
London with proclamations de- 


rise and dethrone the ‘Imposter, 
Edward.’’ The family of the late 
crown princess, however, never 
joined in the movement and have 
always been loyal to the existing 
regime.
